verses i used are "not out of context" and the methods i used are "right and acceptable and just

John 13:16 says, "verily, verily, i say unto you, the servant is not greater than his lord; neither he 
that is sent greater than he that sent him." according to this, the one who sends is greater than the 
one who is sent and so the father of jesus christ is greater than jesus christ and jesus christ is 
greater than the spirit, and the bible teaches that there are three gods who are the father of jesus 
christ and jesus christ and the spirit and these three are not equal to each other, this is great 
contradiction and mistake of the god of the bible, the true god is only one and he is always the 
greatest. 

2. mark 8:31 and matthew 12:40 versus matthew 16:21; matthew 17:23; matthew 20:19 

according to mark 8:31 jesus taught his disciples that he would rise after three days and 
according to matthew 12:40 jesus said that he would be dead for three days and three nights but 
according to matthew 16:21 he said that he would be raised from the dead on the third day. this is 
great contradiction and mistake of the god of the bible in his bible making me stop believing in 
the god of the bible. 

mark 8:31 and he began to teach them that the son of man must suffer many things, and be 
rejected by the elders and chief priests and scribes, and be killed, and after three days rise again 
matthew 12:40 for just as jonah was three days and three nights in the belly of the sea monster, 
so will the son of man be three days and three nights in the heart of the earth. 

matthew 16:21 from that time jesus began to show his disciples that he must go to Jerusalem, and 

suffer many things from the elders and chief priests and scribes, and be killed, and be raised up 

on the third day. 

matthew 17:23 and they will kill him, and he will be raised on the third day." and they were 

deeply grieved. 

matthew 20:19 and will hand him over to the gentiles to mock and scourge and crucify him, and 

on the third day he will be raised up." 

below are the days and the clock of the jews, according to mark 8:31 jesus taught his disciples 
that he would be killed and after three days he would rise again, but this is not true because 
according to matthew 16:21 and matthew 17:23 and matthew 20:19 he rose again on the third 
day. according to matthew 12:40 jesus said that he would be dead for three days and three nights 
but this is not true because he was dead only for two days and two nights, count how many days 
and nights on which he was dead and ye will know, he was dead for about thirty eight hours only 
or less than thirty eight hours only, he died at the ninth hour of the day which was three o'clock 
in the afternoon in gregorian clock and the day is the sixth day which is friday in gregorian day. 
he rose again before the twelfth hour of the morning of the first day of the week which is Sunday 
morning in gregorian calendar. 

(the word "day" has two meanings, the first meaning is the day which has twelve hours on which 
there is sun and the second meaning is the day which has twenty four hours of the night and the 
day. the whole day having twenty four hours starts at night which has twelve hours and ends 
when the twelfth hour of day ends.)

years of the reign of christ on earth, this is great contradiction and mistake of the god of the bible 
in his word.

1 chronicles 21:24,25 then king david said to ornan, "no, but i will surely buy it for the full price, 
for i will not take what is yours for the lord, nor offer burnt offerings with that which costs me 
nothing. "so david gave ornan six hundred shekels of gold by weight for the place.

80. rahab lied (said thing that was not true) to the men of jericho about the two spies that israel 
sent to jericho and rahab was rewarded for lying to the men of jericho about the two spies that 
israel sent to jericho. to lie is always a sin and the liar must not be rewarded for lying. 

81. matthew 23:9 says, "do not call anyone on earth your father; for one is your father, he who is 
in heaven." but this is not followed by men because it is not a sin to call your male parent father, 
this is great contradiction and mistake of the god of the bible. 

82. jesus said in matthew 5:22, "whosoever shall say 'thou fool', shall be in danger of hellfire. 
but jesus said in matthew 23:17, "ye fools and blind." this is great contradiction and mistake of 
the god of the bible. 

83. in matthew 26:39 jesus prayed, saying, "o my father, if it is possible, let this cup pass from 
me; nevertheless, not as i will, but as you will." but he had said to men that the reason why he 
came on earth was to give his life for many, why did he say these words? this great contradiction 
and mistake of the god of the bible. 

84. Jacob had four wives through whom he had twelve sons from who the twelve tribes of israel 
came. Jacob was polygamous man and he is not good example to all men. the nation israel came 
from a polygamous man and because of this, this nation is not great and is not good example. 

85. genesis 34:13 says, "but the sons of Jacob answered shechem and hamor his father, and spoke 
deceitfully, because he had defiled dinah their sister." according to this, the sons of Jacob used 
deception in order to fight a man who raped their sister but they included to kill all men in the 
city of schechem. this deception of the sons of Jacob to fight an evil man is not good because 
evilness must not be fought by using another evilness and evilness must be fought by using 
goodness. 

86. solomon had so many wives but his throne remained for the sake of david who also had 
several wives according to the decision of the god of the bible, but this is not just because they 
are unworthy to rule and to reign. 

87. the god of the bible made very strict law about the sabbath but jesus christ broke the law of 
the sabbath and because jesus broke the law of the sabbath, many jews did not believe in him 
wanting to kill him and they killed jesus christ because he broke the sabbath not believing in 
him. and even until this day, many jews do not believe in jesus christ because he broke the law of 
the sabbath. 

88. in luke 22:36 jesus said, "but now, he who has a money bag, let him take it, and likewise a 
knapsack; and he who has no sword, let him sell his garment and buy one." according to this, he 
taught his disciples to bring sword, and in John 18:10 it says, "then simon peter, having a sword, 
drew it and struck the high priest's servant, and cut off his right ear. the servant's name was 
malchus." and when peter used the sword to defend jesus, jesus was displeased and he rebuked 
peter, jesus was the cause why peter used the sword because he taught him to bring sword but 
jesus rebuked peter when he used the sword, and so jesus was the cause of peter's act of cutting 
off malchus' ear. this is great contradiction and mistake of the god of the bible. 



89. proverbs 26: 4 do not answer a fool according to his folly, lest you also be like him. 
proverbs 26: 5 answer a fool according to his folly, lest he be wise in his own eyes. 

the true god is not the god of the bible because the god of the bible has many contradictions and 
mistakes in his bible which is his word, the true god does not have contradiction and mistake in 
his word and he is the only god whom i loves and believes and worships and serves and i wants 
you also to love and to believe and to worship and to serve him now and whenever of whenever.
